has  a real  hook-up  to  the  big  fast-moving  senior  camp,  and  vdiat  a thrill  some  of 
you  fellows  are  going  to  have  v/hen  you  step  out  into  fast  company  and  team  up 
with  high  school  and  college  men  and  business  fellov/s  from  all  over  this  continent 
of  ours.

that  we  have  them  on  our  very  own  property  at  Camp  MLniwanoa.  Some  of  you 
campers  came  across  their  trails  at  various  times  during  the  svumner.  They  are 
mighty  shrewd,  those  deer,  for  they  know  how  to  keep  out  of  sight  during  the 
summer  months  when  the  woods  are  full  of  other  wild  animals  of  the  two-legged 
variety.
